In the prosecution of a crime, the 
Government is frequently called upon to use persons 
who are accomplices. Often it has no choice. They 
are properly used. After all, the Government must 
rely upon witnesses to transactions, whoever they 
are, otherwise in many instances, it would be difficult 
to ferret out and to detect and to prosecute wrong¬ 
doers. And this is particularly so in cases of con¬ 
spiracy. Frequently it happens that only those on 
the inside of the scheme can give evidence which is 
material and important to the case, because only 
those on the inside are likely to be in a position 
to know. 

There is no requirement that the testimony 
of an accomplice be corroborated. By that, I mean 
backed up or supported by other evidence. You may 
convict on the testimony of Votraw alone if you believe 
him. The credibility of Votraw, like that of all 1

doubt, nor a doubt based upon emotion or sympathy

or prejudice or upon what someone might regard as an 
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unpleasant duty. 


The Government is not required to prove 
a defendant's guilt beyond every possible doubt nor 
to an absolute or mathematical certainty, because 
such measure of proof is usually impossible in human 


affairs. 


Review all of the evidence as you 


remember it, sift out what testimony you believe, 
discuss it with your fellow jurors, comparo your view 
of the evidence with that of your fellow jurors. 

If that process produces a solemn belief or conviction 
in your mind such as you would be willing to act upon 
without hesitation if this were an important matter 
of your own, then you may say that you have been 
convinced beyond a reasonable doubt. But on the 
other hand, if your mind is wavering or so uncertain 
after going through that process that you would 
hesitate before acting if this were an important 
matter of your own, then you have not been convinced 
beyond a reasonable doubt and your verdict must be 


not guilty. 


Now let us turn to the specific charge 


in this case. The defendants here are charged with 
violating the federal narcotics laws which, in pertinen 
part, provide:

A conspiracy, 
for our purposes, is simply a combination or an 
association or an agreement among two or more people 
to accomplish an unlawful purpose, in other words, 
to commit a crime. Here the crimo charged in this 
indictment is a violation of the federal narcotics 
laws. The crime is complete when the unlawful agree¬ 
ment or combination is made whether or not the purpose 
of the conspiracy is ever carried out or accomplished. 
Thus, a conspiracy is kind of a partnership in a 
criminal purpose, and each member of the conspiracy 
becomes the agent of every other member of the con¬ 
spiracy. 

The gist of the crime is not the actual 
possession or actual distribution of cocaine, but 
the agreement or the combination to distribute cocaine 
or to possess cocaine with an Intention to distribute 
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l

ment, then you may find that the conspiracy charged 
did exist. 

To repeat it again, if you find beyond 
a reasonable doubt that any two or more people in 
any way intentionally combined, associated together 
or agreed to a common plan knowingly and intentionally 
to distribute cocaine or to possess cocaine with an 
intention to distribute it, you may find that the 
first element has been established. 

Now, determining whether there was such 
a combination, understanding or agreement, you should 
consider all of the evidence about each of the j

Actions speak louder than words. 

You should, therefore, ask yourselves whether these 
transactions were handled out in the open in a straight 
forward manner or were they hidden and devious. 

Were the wo-ds used clear, unequivocal, unambiguous, 
or were they purposely words, code words of some kind 
that meant something only to those who knew what was 
going or You should also consider whether they 
made the usual business records that are kept in

transactions or whether they dealt in large amounts 
of cash and curroncy, and if so, why. You should 
consider any evidence which you recall and believe 
as to the way a defendant conducted those transactions 
and whether his dealings were open and aboveboard or 
whether they were surrounded by secrecy and intrigue 
which are the hallmarks of a conspiracy. 

From the point of view of the law, 
there is a danger to the public when two or more 
people join together or combine to break the law. 

The danger is greater than if a lone criminal acts 
by himself, because in numbers, there is strength. 

And when people combine to accomplish crimes, the 
crimes are likely to be more difficult and more harm¬ 
ful to the public. Because of this, a conspiracy 
to commit a crime is a distinct crime, in and of 
itself, separate and apart from the crime which it 
is the object of the conspiracy to accomplish. 

Thus, you may find that a conspiracy exists, although 
the purpose of the conspiracy is never accomplished. 

Here, as I have told you, there need 
be no proof that any cocaine was ever possessed or 
distributed. It is enough if there was an agreement 
to deal in it. The agreement Itself is the gist of 
the crime. Proof, however, that cocaine was possessed 
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hC± 

or was possessed with an intention to di*t-ibute it 
is the most persuasive evidence of a ' acy itself 

Now, the period of tint charged in the 
indictment runs from on or about April 4th, 1 * 1 ?" , 
to on or about April 25th, 1975. It is not necessary 
for the Government to prove that the conspiracy 
started and ended on those specific dates. It is 
sufficient if you find that a conspiracy was formed 
and that it existed for some substantial time at or 
about those times and within the period set forth 
in the indictment. 

You will recall that the second element 
of the crime which the Government must establish 
beyond a reasonable doubt is that a defendant joined 
the conspiracy with knowledge that its purpose was 
to distribute cocaine or to possess cocaine with an 
Intent to distribute it. Now, when I say Joined a 
conspiracy, I do not mean that the defendant has to 
come up and say, hey, let me in on this, or he doesn’t 
have to file some kind of an application for membership 
However, before one can be ad to be a member of a 
conspiracy, he must know of the existence of the con¬ 
spiracy. That is, he must know that other persons 
have combined or joined together to violate the law 
and he must knowingly and voluntarily Join in that

I want to say again that all the 
conspirators need not even be acquainted with each 
other. They may not have previously associated togethe 
in any way. They may not know the identity of all 
of the other conspirators. One may become a member 
of a conspiracy without knowledge of all of the details 
or all of the operations of the conspiracy. One 
defendant may know only one other member of a consplrac 
Yet if he knowingly cooperates to further the criminal 
object of the conspiracy with knowledge that others 
have joined together and combined to violate the law, 
he becomes a member, although his role may only be 
an insignificant or subordinate one.

Unfortunately, 
no matter how much we try, most cases aren't settled 
on the civil side nor are there guilty pleas until 
the very last minute. They reach the day of truth 
when they have to go to trial, and that sometimes 
means that you seem to be unemployed, but that was 
true, you were waiting in the wings. I was here 
taking those pleas, negotiating the settlements 
with lawyers. 

I think it is a very great exper ienc 
to serve on Juries. Juries are a very essential 
part of our judicial system, and as a lawyer 
practicing some 25 years before I went on the bench. 
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I would have preferred to try ray case before a 
jury than the best judge that ever lived. 

I have great confidence in the jury 
system and I find that they don't very often go 
wrong. And one of you, I know, had a toothache 
during the trial and I wasn't able to help you 
there because we only had one alternate, and it is 
a terrible loss if we reach a mistrial because 
something happens to one juror. If there is ever 
anything like that wrong with you when you are 
being picked on a Jury, bring it to the judge's 
attention so that he has a chance to do something 
about it before you get nailed into the jury panel. 

I know there have been Instances 
in New York, people sometimes will be suffering 
from some rather severe illness and not say a 
thing to the judge and get on a trial, and sometimes 
a trial will last for months, and then have some¬ 
thing flare up while they are deliberating, and 
then have a mistrial. That is a terrible burden 

on everybody, on the prosecution, on the Government
